The other Senate bill vetoed was one 
granting a pension to Betsy Mansfield, 
the mother of I’, J. Mansfield, who en- 
listed as a private in April, 1861, and who 
died in camp in November of the same 
year. This bill the President vetoes, be- 
cause the claimant appears not to have 
been dependent in the least degree upon 
the soldier at the time of his death. 

The third bill vetoed is a House bill 
granting a pension to Laura A. Wright, 
widow of Charles H. Wright, who was 
pensioned for a gun-shot wound received 
in the service in 1864, and who in 1884 
conmitted suicide, because, as is alleged 
by the claimant, of temporary insanity 
caused by pain resulting from the wound. 
In dismissing this bill the President 
says: ‘‘We have within our borders thou- 
sands of widows living in poverty, and 
some of them in need, whose dead hus- 
bands fought bravely and well 
in defense of the Government, but 
whose deaths were not occasioned by any 
military service. In these 
cases the wives’ long vigils at the bed of 
wasting disease, the poverty that came be- 
fore the death, and the distressing doubt 
and uncertainty which darkened the fut- 
ure have not secured to such widows the 
aid of our pension laws. With these in 
sight, the bounty of the Government may,

MATTHEW ARNOLD. 


The Famous English Poet, Matthew Ar- 
nold, Passes Away Suddenly at Liverpool 
While Awaiting His Daughter’s Arrival 
From America—A Brief Sketch of His 
Life and Works. 


LIVERPOOL, April 16.—Matthew Arnold 
died here last evening of heart disease. 

Matthew Arnold, the English poet, son of 
Thomas Arnold, was born at Laleham, En- 
ziand, December 24, 1822. He was educated at 
Winchester, Rugby and Oxford; won the New- 
legate prize for English verse by a poem en- 
‘itied “Cromwell’’; in 1845 was chosen fellow 
of Oriel College; and from 1846 to 1851 was 
private secretary to Lord Lansdowne. Having 
married, Mr. Arnold received an appointment 
as one of the lay inspectors of schools under 
the committee of the council of education. In 
1849 he published anonymously a small volume 
of poems under the title of ‘‘The Strayed Revy- 
cler, and other Poems.” In 1852 a second vol- 
ume appeared, ‘“Empedocles on Aetna, and 
other Poems”. In 1853 a new volume was is- 
sued in his own name, followed by a second 
series, the two containing selections from the 
previous collections along with some fresh 
rieces. On May 5, 1857, Mr. Arnold was elected 
professor of poetry in the University of Ox- 
ford. His later noteworthy works are: 
“Balder”’; ‘‘Merope, a Tragedy” (1858); ‘On 
Translating Homer’ (1862); ‘‘Essays in Criti- 
cism” (1865); “Study of Celtic Literature” 
(1867); “Schools and Universities on the Con. 
tinent’’ (1868); “Culture and Anarchy” (1869): 
“St. Paul and Protestantism” (1870); ‘Friend- 
“Literature and Dog- 
ma” (1873), and other works. 

Lonpon, April 17.—On Saturday eve- 
ring Mr. Matthew Arnold, while awaiting 
in Liverpool his daughter’s arrival from 
New York, was in exuberant spirits, and 
made a running jump over arailing nea’ 
the house, though Dr. Sir Andrew Clark, 
knowing his liability to heart disease, 
had warned him against any sudden exer- 
tion. Sunday, still in high spirits, he 
went out for a walk with Mrs. Arnold. 
Soon after starting, he suddenly fell for- 
ward and never spoke again, but died a 
few moments later. The physicians as- 
cribe his death to heart disease. 

The Pall Mall Gazette asserts that En- 
gland has become poorer by the death of 
one of her most richly-gifted sons, and 
English literature has lost the one who 
has shed the most luster upon it of any 
writer of the Victorian age. 

It is not intended to hold an inquest up- 
on the body, Dr. Little, to whose resi- 
dence Mr. Arnold was carried, having de- 
cided that the eminent scholar died from 
syncope, to avert which he was formerly 
treated by Dr. Sir Andrew Clarke. The 
body will be brought to London to-day. 
Mr. Arnold’s father died from angina 
pectoris. ,

His infirmi- 
ties, he says, compel him to write slowly, 
deliberately and uncertainly.” 

At Campbellsville, Ky., a few days ago, 
after a few moments’ quarrelling, Charles 
Ramsey killed Rodeford Jeter, Jr. Jeter 
leaves a wife and four children. 

Mrs. 8. D. Langley, wife of Dr. W.S. 
Langley, superintendent of the Missis- 
sippi Blind Institute, a most worthy lady, 
died afew nights ago. 

Captain Anthony L. Bargamin, book- 
keeper for E. B. Taylor, dealer in crock- 
ery, china and glassware at Richmond, 
Va., is a defaulter. There are all sorts of 
rumors in regard to the amount of short- 
age, which is reported from $5,000 to §20,- 
000. Bargamin is in Canada. 

The Kentucky Legislature has passed an 
act making petit larceny, by whosoever 
committed, punishable “with lashes on 
the bare baek.”’ 

In Union County, 8S. C., a girl of eleven 
and a boy of nine quarreled afew days 
ago, and the boy plunged the blade of his 
pocket-knife into the cirl’s heart, killing 
her instantly. 

There is, in the vicinity of Vaughsville, 
S. C., an infant two months old whose 
mother is eighteen, grandmother thirty- 
two, grandfather thirty-seven, and great- 
grandmother fifty-one. 

Nero Felder, colored, who stabbed and 
killed Cap Mathews, colored, in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., last fall, was convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. 

In a suit filed by Memphis (Tenn.) 
brokers representing foreign houses to 
enjoin collection of the Taxing District, 
or Memphis City, merchants’ tax, Chan- 
celor Estes decided that the collection of 
such tax is illegal. 

Mrs. John Guess, of Muhlenberg Coun- 
ty, Ky., who has been in bad health for 
some time, attempted to take her own life 
afew days ago while under the influence 
of morphine, by cutting her throat with e 
razor. She made two efforts, cutting a 
gash from ear to car, and can not possibly 
recover. 

St. Louis, New Orleans, St. Paul, and 
many other cities, are represented in the 
entries for the grand Inter-State encamp- 
ment and competitive drill, to be held at 
Nashville, Tenn., in May. Great interest 
is manifested, and arrangements are be- 
ing made for the accommodation of thou- 
sands of visitors. 

The Georgia Railroad Commission at a 
recept meeting refused the request of the 
colored people that a first and second- 
class passenger rate be established, and 
held that the railroads must furnish the 
colored people accommodations in every 
way equal to those furnished the white 
people. 

State Treasurer Bamberg of South Caro- 
lina has issued a call for purchasers for 
$311,577 of new South Carolina four and 
one-half per cent. bonds and stock cer- 
tificates, which will be issued to refund 
deficiency bonds and stocks maturing 
July 1 next. The new bonds and stock 
certificates will run forty years, maturing 
in July, 1928. 

Moses Murphy, thirteen years old, and 
Moses Brown, aged sixteen, of Orange- 
burg, 8. C., quarreled a few days ago. 
Brown did not want to fight, and finally 
started to run, whereupon Murphy threw 
a large pocket-knife at him. The blade 
sank into Brown’s back up to the handle 
and penetrated onefof his lungs, causing 
deathin an hour. The young murderer was 
locked up. 

A heavy electrical storm sweptover Ma- 
con County, 8. C., a few nights ago. A 
bolt of lightning struck the house of Jesse 
Saunders, on Skeenah mountain. Saunders 
was absent. His wife and baby, as well 
as his daughter, aged eighteen, were all 
struck. Their condition is reported to be 
critical. A remarkable feature of the 
stroke was that half the house was de- 
stroyed and the remainder left standing. 
The baby lies in a stupor, as if dead. 

Revenue Agent Chapman and Deputies 
Clay, Mitchell and Colquit, and United 
States Deputy Marshal J. B. Young, re- 
cently made a big raid in Lauderdale 
County, Ala., and captured five moonshine 
distilleries and about a dozen prisoners. 
They destroyed and confiscated about 
$1,000 or $1,500 of wildcat distillery prop- 
erty. 

Perhaps the largest pension ever paid 
by the Government to any one for services 
as a private soidier has just been awarded 
to John Vice, who lives a short distance 
east of Owingsville, Ky. The pension, $72 
a month, is for total biindnese, and dating 
back to the beginning of Vice’s applica- 
tion in the first year of the war of the re- 
belion, now foots up something over #$14,- 
000. Vice was abjectly poor and has a 
helpless family. 

Bessemer, @ new manufacturing town 
twelve mules from Birmingham, Ala., cel- 
ebrated its first birthday a few days ago 
in royal style. The town has 4,000 inhab- 
itants, four large blast furnaces, a rolling 
mill of large capacity and many smaller 
industries. The celebration consisted of 
speeches by prominent men,a big bar- 
becue, @ prize military drill and other 
amusements. One thousand people were 
present from New Orleans and five hum- 
fired from Charleston, 8. C., citizens of 
those places being largely interested in 
Bessemer. It is estimated that twenty 
thousand povple visited the town dnring 
the day.

THE OHIO RFPUBLICANS.| 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE STATE CON- 
VENTION AT DAYTON. 








The Nominations for Secretary of State, 
Supreme Judge, Board of Public Works 
and the Delegates-at-Large to the Na 
tional Convention at Ohicago. 

Dayton, O., April 20.—The Ohio Repub- 
lican conve..tion proper began at five 
minutes past 4 in the Main Street rink, when 
Chairman L. W. Brown, of the state central 
committee, called the assemblage to order. 
Mr. Brown announced that David Lanning, 
of Franklin, would act as secretary, and 
Eugene Shinn, of Montgomery, and J. W. 
Scotthorn, of Jackson, as assistant secre- 
taries. 





DANIEL RYAN. 
Rev. Dr. Hale invoked the Divine blessing 
upon the work of the convention. 
Chairman Brown then made a fine speech 
which was enthusiastically applauded. He 
was followed by Gen. J. Warren Keifer, 


temporary chairman. Gen. Keifer made an 
able and eloquent address in which he spoke 
of the importance of the coming presidential 
election and pointed out the fitness of John 
Sherman for the high office of chief magis- 
trate of the nation. 

After Mr. Keifer’s speech, Gen. Grosvenor 
offered the following: 

“RESOLVED, That this convention has 
heard with great sorrow of the untimely 
death at New York this morning of Hon. 
Roscoe Conkling, the distinguished lawyer, 
statesman and Republican; and we tender to 
the bereaved wife, children and other rela- 
tives of Mr. Conkling, our sympathy and 
condolence; and, 

“RESOLVED, That the chairman of this 
convention telegraph the above resolution to 
Mrs. Conkling.” 

P. Cune, of Wyandott, moved that the 
resolution be adopted. The resolutions were 
declared adopted, There was, however, one 
“No. ” 

The roll of the districts was then called, 
and the vice presidents and committees, 
which had been selected at conventions of 
delegates from the various districts, held at 
2 p. m., Were announced. 

Mr. Cappeller moved that all resolutions 
be referred to the committee on resolutions, 
and without debate, which was agreed to. 

A motion was made to adjourn, and was 
about to be put, when there were calls for 
“Butterworth,” “Butterworth,” when some 
one called out ‘‘Foraker,” and immediately 
there were loud cries for the governor, in re- 
sponse to which he stepped to the front of 
the stage and madea short address. Gov- 
ernor Foraker was followed in a speech by 
Mr. Butterworth. 


Thursday. 


Dayton, O., April 20.—The convention 
assembled at 10 o'ciock with every delegate 
in his place. Gen. E. L. Lampson was 
chosen as permanent chairman and on taking 
bis place made a speech of some length, in 
which he eulogized John Sherman and said 
that Sherman was the only available repre- 
sentative man from Ohio, who could lead 
the Republican hosts to victory and carry 
the state of New York. 

He referred to Blaine’s defeat by an unfair 
count in New York, and said that it would 


not occur when Sherman is a candidate. He | 


referred to Cleveland’s tariff policy, and said 
that the laboring men of America would de- 
feat him and his policy. That we had 
plenty of laborers and material, and al) we 
wanted was protection. The business of 
the convention was then taken up and dis- 
posed of. 

The committees reported and Senator 
Kerr, of Mansfield, then nominated Hon. 
Daniel Ryan, of Portsmouth, for secretary 
of state. The rules were suspended and 
Hon. Daniel Ryan, of Portsmouth, was 
unanimously chosen as secretary of state. 

Daniel J. Ryan was born jin Cincinnati in 
1855. His father was an Irish laborer in a 
foundry in this city. He removd with his 
parents to Portsmouth, O., when he wae a 
child, where he was educated at the public 
schools, being graduated at the high school 
in 1875. During the last year at school he 
read law and was admitted to the bar two 
years afterward. He was elected school so- 
licitor on the Republican ticket, and re- 
elected to the same office in 1879. 

In 1883 he was nominated and elected to 
the Ohio legislature, and was the youngest 
Republican in the state house of representa- 
tives; but he soon became prominent and 
was a hard worker, At the expiration of 
his term he was re-elected, In 1886, when 
the Ohio Re; ublican league was formed, Mr. 
Ryan was chosen its president, and re-elected 
the next year. At the National convention 
of Republican clubs in New York last De- 
cember he was chosen temporary chairman. 

The candidates for supreme judge were 
then presented by different statesmen. S. A. 
Wildman, C. A. Bowersox, Charles Pratt, 
Jacob Burkett, J. P. Bradbury and J. A. 
Price were presented and on taking the first 
ballot it was seen that Judge J. P. Bradbury 
was so farin the lead that the rules were 
suspended and Judge Bradbury was unani- 
mously chosen as the nominee. 

The nomination for member of board of 
public works was then in order. Five can- 
didates were presented by their friends in 
neat speeches. Gen. Wells 8. Jones, present 
member, was renominated by acclamation. 

Governor Foraker was elected delegate-at- 
large to the National convention at Chicago 
by acclamation. Congressman McKinley, 
ex-Governor Charles Foster and Congress- 
man Benjamin Rutterworth as the other 
three delegates-at-large.

The additional planks insist upon a free 
and untrammeled ballot, denounces the

A FATAL FIRE 


In a Rag Sorting Estsblishment in New 
York City. 

New York, April 20.—A fatal fire oc- 
curred in the building, Nos. 365 and 367 East 
Third street, occupied by the rag sorting es- 
tablishment of Charles Harley. When the 
fire was discovered there were some forty- 
five women and a dozen men at work in the 
building. 

The flames spread very rapidly and but for 
the fact that the building was provided with 
fire escapes a fearful loss of life would surely 
have resulted. All except one escaped, 
though some were badly injured. 

The list of casua!ties are as follows: 

Dead—Winnie Leonard, sixty years of 
age, suffocated and burned to death. 

Injured—Mary Gaxton, forty-eight years 
of age, residence this city, both arms badly 
burned. 

Mary Reardcn, forty-five yearsof age, of 
New York, face and arms badly burned. 

Jane McCune, seventy-five years of age, 
of New York, injured about the back. 

Margaret O’ Boyle, twenty-three, Williams- 
burg, contusions on the body, received by 
jumping from a fire escape. 

Michael Laffey, twenty-four, New York, 
slightly injured by jumping from the fourth 
story window into the life saving net. 

The two women were taken to Bellevue 
hospital. 

The building was five stories high. The 
fire originated in the rear of the office on the 
ground floor and swept up. Smoke rolled 
up the stairway in such dense volumes as to 
make escape by it impossible and the inmates 
sought the fire escape on the front of the 
building by which they succeeded in reaching 
the street. Loss to stock and building esti- 
mated at $15,000, 


A PETRIFIED CORPSE. 


A Body Unearthed at Augusta, Georgia, 
Proves to Be Solid Stone. 

Aveusta, Ga,, April 20.—This morning 
when Superintendent Bryan, of the city 
cemetery, opened the grave of Mr. 8. O. 
Gillette, who was interred about four years 
ago, it was found that the workmen could 
not raise the coffin. After consultation the 
lid of the casket was opened and the body 
was found to be as hard as stone. The feat- 
ures were touched and found cold and hard. 
One of the workmen struck the face, and it 
rang out a metallic sound. The face was only 
slightly shrunken and a shade or two darker 
than in life. 

Mr. Gillette had been cleanly shaved after 
death, but the chin is now covered with 
beard several inches long. None of the 
usual disagreeable elements common to ex- 
huming remains surrounded the matter. 
Several members of the family were present 
and viewed the spectacle. The family is now 
living in New Yovk, but came on to have 
the father’s remains interred in another por- 
tion of the cemetery. The coffin was finaily 
raised after much exertion by eight men and 
carried to its new resting place. 

The sexton and attendants, while thinking 
the matter strange, hurried their work, and 
the body was under ground when the facts 
reached the ears of the medical men. An 
effort will be made to get the consent o7 the 
family to a medical examination for the 
benefit of science. They are sensitive ahout 
the matter, and refuse +: have the resting 
place of the dead man disturbed,

Intere-ting Papers in the May Century. 





Mr. George Kennan will tell in the 
May Century how he came to go to Si- 
beria on the Century expedition. Mr. 
Kennan had spent some time in Siberia 
already in connection with the overland 
telegraph scheme, and in the summer of 
1884 he made a preliminary excursion:to 
St. Petersburg and Moscow for the pur- 
pose of collecting material, and ascertain- 
ing whether or not obstacles were likely 
to be thrown in his way by the Russian 
Government. He returned in October, 
fully satisfied that his schene was a prac- 
ticalone. He therefore sailed from New 
York for Liverpool in May, 1885. He 
says: “All my prepossessions were fa~ 
vorable to the Russian Government and 
unfavorable to the Russian Revulutions 
ists.” He adds that this “patly explains 
the friendly attitude toward me which 
was taken by the Russian Government, 
the permission which was given me to 
inspect prisons and mines, and the com- 
parative immunity from arrest, deten- 
tion, and imprisonment which I enjoyed, 
eyen when my movements and associa> 
tions were such as justly to render me an 
object of suspicion to the local Siberian 
authorities.”

HOPKINS JOINS NRARPER. 


YThe Late Fidelity Cashier Taken to the 
Ohio Penitentiary. 

CINCINNATI, April 19,—' few early 
risers, whom chance led by the county jail 
-ehis morning did not realize as they glanced 
up atits forbidding aspect that the cl 
scenes of a life tragedy were being enac 
within its walls, 

Benjamin E. Hopkins, the ex- Fidelity 
bank cashier, with the shadow of death upon 
him, was preparing to leave Cincinnati, the 
scene of his triumphs and his disgrace, his 
prosperity and his misfortunes, for the Co- 
lumbus penitentiary, where he is to pay the 
penalty that the law he outraged demands. 

As Hopkins stepped out from behind the 
clanging jail doors, he presented a picture of 
hopelessness and despair that caused a thrill 
of pity to run through every one present. 

The only one of his family then present 
Charley Hopkins, his son, his wife and 
daughters having taken leave of him Tues- 
day night. Hedid not wait long at the 
jail, but quietly bidding the jail officials 
good-bye, and thanking them for their kind 
and considerate treatment he hurried to the 
hack in waiting in company with Deputy 
United States Marshals Costello and Kier- 
sted, and was then whirled away through 
dull, gray morning to the Union Central 
depot, where he was on the Midland 
train, which left at 8:05 for Columbus, 

He was accompanied to Columbus by his 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs, Nel- 
son. The entire party occupied a Pullman 
palace car. When seen by a reporter, Hop- 
kins was seated in one of the compartments 
of the car in company with Deputy Marshal 
Costello, He said: 

“Tamavery sick man. The chances are 
about twenty to one against my get 
well. When I return to Cincinnati it 
be as a corpse, I feel that my days are 
numbered.” 

Judge Sage gave Marshal Urner the neces- 
sary orders to remove Hopkins to the peni- 
tentiary. The judge acted upon a report of 
United States Surgeon Dowling, made last 
Saturday, that the prisoner’s health would 
permit of the removal, Hopkins’ family 
bade him an affecting farewell at the jail 
Tuesday night. He will be placed in the 
hospital on his arrival, as his condition 
unfits him for labor. 


Why a Depot Was Blown Up by Dynamite. 

Wabash, Ind., April 19.—Monday night 
the depot of the Cincinnati, Wabash & Mich- 
igan railway at Urbana, this county, was 
blown up by a charge of dynamite. When 
the road was built farmers in that locality 
and residents of the town subscribed liber- 
ally, and the railroad officials agreed to put 
up a fine depot. They have never done so, al- 
though the people of the town donated a 
piece of ground expressly for that purpose. 
Recently the agent at that place learned that 
an attempt would be made to blow the depot 
up and petitioned to the company for protec- 
tion, but no attention was paid to his request. 
The company has decided not to rebuild the 
depot.

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CONTINENTAL MONEY. 
The Currency Which Enabled the Colonies 
to Carry on the Revolution. 

The issue of bills of credit, not only 
by the colonies, but by the Continental 
Congress became a necessity when the 
war began in 1875. The second Con- 
gress met in Philadelphia, May 10 of 
that year, and on the first day the 
measure was agreed upon in secret ses- 
sion, but was not adopted until June 
22, the day on which Congress received 
the news of the battle of Bunker Hill. 
Then it was agreed that a sum net ex- 
ceeding $20,000,000 be issued in bills of 
credit, for whose redemption the 
twelve Confederate colonies—Georgia 


not then being represented—were 
pledged. The bill specified the form 


and the number and denomination of 
the bills to be issued. The plates of 
the bills were engraved by Paul Re- 
vere, of Boston. The size of the bills 
average 3} by 2} inches, and they were 
printed on thick paper. New issues of 
this currency were made from time to 
time until the close of 1779, when the 
aggregate amount was $242,000,000, 
and the bills had so much depreciated 
then that $100 in specie would pur- 
chase $2,600 in paper money; in 1781 
the same amount inspecie would buy 
$7,500 in paper. Strenuous efforts 
were made by Congress to keep up the 
credit of this currency, but as the one 
essential to save it, a pledge from the 
States to redeemit in specie, could not 
be secured, the money was bound to go 
cown. Early in 1777 a convention of 
representatives of New England States 
agreed upon a scale of prices for all 
goods. This was strongly opposed by 
merchants, but the New England States 
soon after enacted it into a law, anda 
similar liuw was adoptetl soon after by 
the middle States, including Maryland 
and Virginia. Congress approved of 
the scheme, and further passed a reso- 
Intion declaring that the bills of credit 
ought to pass current in all payments, 
trade and dealings, and be deemed 
equal in value to the same nominal 
sum in Spanish dollars. It further re- 
solved that all persons refusing to take 
them ‘should be considered enemies 
of the United States,’? on whom ‘‘for- 
feitures and other penalties’ ought to 
be inflicted by the local authorities. 
These resolutious, however, could not 
check the inevitable, but as the depre- 
ciation of the money was gradual, it 
operated as a tax, and thus prevented 
undue suffering. Moreover the money 
had served a good purpose, for it had 
enabled the colonies to carry on three 
years of war with a powerful foe almost 
without taxation. This currency has 
no value now except to the collectors 
of curious coins and relics.— Toledo

the same size and set round in pearls 
can be had at the uniform price. of $1 
each. 

“Here’s 2 handsome get of pearls, 
which if real would be worth every 
cent of $50,000. Sixty-five dollars will 
buy them, but even that’s a pretty good 
price when you consider that you're 
only getting an imitation anyway. 

“Brass is the metal almost invariably 
used for both theatrical and society 
jewels, because it can be brightly gilded 
and is easy to work. They are more 
substantial than theirappearance would 
indicate.
